The existing bridge on KY 1037 over Southern Railroad has a
sufficiency rating of 18.9.

The bridge replacement will improve safety and the
substandard condition of the bridge.

The existing bridge on KY 453 over Echo Spring Branch has a
sufficiency rating of 12.5. The existing bridge had a 15 ton posting.
The replacement of this bridge will improve safety and the
substandard condition of the bridge.
